COWBRIDGE 
Comprehensive School has 
won the first Sunday Times 
‘Welsh State Secondary 
School of the Year’ award 
after topping the 
newspaper’s league table for 
Wales. 

It received the accolade for being 
the best performing school of its 
type in Wales based on recent exam 
results. 

The guide places the Vale 
secondary school ahead of second- 
placed Radyr Comprehensive School 
in Cardiff and Carmarthen’s Ysgol 
Gy fun Gymraeg Bro Myrddin, 
which came third.

The news comes after the school

WHAT is believed 
to be the first Welsh 
brandy* produced 
using Welsh grapes 
was launched on 
December 9, and it 
is the bounty of 
Llanblethian’s 
Glyndwr Vineyard. 

This is the first time 
that Glyndwr Vineyard 
has produced a 
traditional four-year-old, 
barrel-aged, brandy from 
its own Seyval Blanc 
grapes. 

Richard and Sue 
Norris, who, with 
family, established the 
vineyard in the late 
1970s, told The GEM: 

“It is the first Welsh 
brandy ever produced 
that uses grapes grown 
in Wales. 

“Seyval Blanc vines 
flourish on the south¬ 
facing limestone slopes 
in Llanblethian and are a 
large, golden, disease- 
free variety.”

ONE aspect of 
Cowbridge that has 
remained 
unchanged for 
many years is to be 
altered because 
safety concerns 
mean that one 250- 
year-old tree will 
need to be cut down, 
while its two 



neighbours will 
need to be heavily 
cut back 

The three trees - two 
copper beeches and one 
holm oak - grow within 
the boundary walls of the 
Old Grammar School, 
and the Twt children’s 
playground is nearby. 

The two copper 
beeches are estimated to 
be 250 years old. The age 
of the holm oak is not 
known. 

David Morgan, the 


chairman of the 
management company of 
the Old Grammar 
School, said: “With 
safety for children and 
pedestrians of paramount 
importance, the 

management company of 
the Old Grammar School 
have been advised that 
urgent action is required 
on three trees within the 
development as a matter 
of high priority. 

“A recent risk 
assessment has shown 
one of the large copper 


beeches [the centre tree 
in the above photograph] 
has major decay in its 
lower trunk and must be 
felled.” 

He continued: “The 
holm oak has a 
significant split in its 
trunk and needs to be 
reduced in height by two 
thirds, while the other 
large copper beech needs 
pruning to reduce its size 
by 30 per cent.”

1 HAVE read the 
numerous 
articles 
regarding the 
proposed licensing 
of the biomass plant 
at Barry Dock. 

I think the threat of 
licensing and start up has 
been hanging over all 
heads for far too long. 

What right does the 
Vale Council have to 
make decisions that 
could possibly blight this 
area for years to come? It 
should not have even 
allowed this company to 
put the foundations down 
let alone allowed it to 
build this plant in such a 
densely-populated area. 

The people of 
Palmerstown, Sully, 
Lavernock, Dinas 
Powys, Cross Common 
Road, Sully Road, 
Redlands Road, (North 
Penarth) and Cogan have 
suffered various smells 
for many decades from 
such plants. 

We have had airborne 
smells from Midland 


Silicons, the Wolf Plant 
at BP, Dow Corning, 
Blagden Chemicals at the 
BP site and others on the 
same site, plussmells 
from the Welsh Water 
treatment plant at Green 
Lane (Cog Moor). 

Now Welsh Water 
wants to erect a high 
chimney at the extension 
to its plant in Green 
Lane. The days of this 
pollution should be long 
gone, but they are not. 

The prevailing wind 
takes these smells up the 
increasing elevation from 
the Dow Corning 
complex, across Cog 
Moor, up and over Cross 
Common Road, up to 
Hazelhurst then 

descending to Cogan 
where it has a ‘down¬ 
drafting’ effect. 

This biomass plant 
and the Welsh Water 
chimney need to be 
stamped on with a very 
big boot before we all 
start to suffer from the 
effects.

EVERYTHING is 
in place for 
another record- 
breaking 

Christmas swim in 
Porthcawl, and 
organisers are 
inviting as many 
swimmers and 
spectators as 
possible to come 
along. 

The weather, of 
course, can’t be 
controlled, but with 
high tide at 10.30am, it 
means that swimmers 
heading for the water at 
the official start time of 
11.45 am should not 
have too far to run. 

The Porthcawl 
Christmas Morning 
Swim is now in its 53rd 
year and organisers 
expect to have more 
than 1,000 swimmers 
again this year, making 
it, organisers claim, the 
largest event of its kind 
in the UK. 

The arrangements on 
the morning will be the 
same as last year. When 
swimmers register they 
will receive their 
commemorative mug 
before the swim. 

Therefore, whether 
they have registered on 
line or on the morning 
they must come to the 
registration desk from 
10.30am onwards.

A PETITION 
‘inspired’ by a 
Corntown resident 
to have a pavement 
built from the 
village to the 
Golden Mile 

Country Inn has 
received the 

support of 350 
people. 

In September, 

Caroline Chester, a 
mother of three, told The 
GEM that she was keen 
to build on the 
community spirit created 
by a ‘Great Get 
Together’ event which 
was held in June at the 
village hall. 

The Golden Mile is 
the village’s local and is 
just under half a mile out 
of the village, but it is a 
hazardous walk 

particularly in darkness. 

At the time she first 
publicised the petition, 
Caroline explained: “At 
our ‘Great Get Together’ 
event in June residents 
came together, some 
having lived in the 
village for several 
decades who did not 
know many of the other 
people attending. 

“We want to change 
this and bring our 
community together, not 
just once or twice a year, 
but all year round. 

“Having the Golden 


Mile Country Inn on our 
doorstep would facilitate 
this. However, as a 
parent and a villager, 
sadly I would rather 
drive than walk because 
at the moment this is the 
safest option. 

“The speed limit on 
the road is 60 miles per 
hour, with no pavement, 
and it discourages locals 
to walk, or even go to 
the Golden Mile.” 

Since Caroline’s 
initial appeal for support 
there has been some 
progress. 

Caroline said: “We 
have over 350 
signatures, online and 
handwritten, supporting 
the need for a pavement. 

“We also have the 
backing of local MP 
Alun Cairns, Cllr 
Christine Cave and 
support from the 


community council. 

“I have yet to hear 
from the Vale Council 
directly, but indirectly 
have heard that there is 
not funding available. 

“Recently there was 
an accident near the 
Golden Mile/quarry 
where a van came off the 
road - I’m sure funding 
would become available 
if there was a fatality due 
to the 60mph speed limit 
and no pavement for 
pedestrians. Why not 
prioritise it before such 
an incident occurs? 

Caroline says a 
pavement from the 
village to the A48, or at 
least to the quarry, 
would be a victory. 

She said that she 
would welcome any 
suggestions as to how to 
take the campaign 
forward.

A TEAM of six 
pupils from Y Pant 
School in Talbot 
Green has created 
the winning garden 
design in the Royal 
Horticultural 
Society’s (RHS) 
‘Green Plan It 
Challenge’ for 
Wales and the 
south-west of 
England. 

The 10-week 

challenge involved over 
100 12-14 year-olds 

developing a design for a 
new school or 
community garden, 
working alongside 
professional garden 
designers and landscape 
architects. 

The group of students 
presented their 3D design 
for a new conservation 
garden at Bristol Botanic 
Garden on December 7, 
competing against seven 
other schools. 

The team’s design is 
for a meadow garden to 
help conserve the 
population of threatened 
Marsh Fritillary 

butterflies. It includes the 
plant Devil’s Bit 
Scabious (Succisa 
pratensis) which is an 
essential food source for 
the butterflies. 

The pupils have been 
raising funds to develop 
a space next to the school 
into the habitat. 

An RHS spokesperson 
said: “The challenge 
encouraged pupils to 
consider the benefits of 
communal green spaces 
and explore environ¬ 
mental issues while 
developing leadership, 
teamwork and creative 


skills. 

“The team said that 
winning the challenge 
was a ‘brilliant end to a 
great project and a great 
reward for the hard 
work.’” 

Four other schools 
walked away with prizes. 
Downend School in 
Bristol scooped the most 
innovative design award 
for a garden with a 
bicycle-driven irrigation 
system, while students 
voted Westbourne School 
in Penarth and Bristol’s 
Fairfield High School’s 
designs as their 
favourites. 

Speaking about the 
project, RHS head of 
community outreach, 
Andrea Van-Sittart said: 
“The Green Plan It 
Challenge is designed to 
support young people to 
develop a host of new 
skills including 

teamwork, creativity and 
problem-solving, and, we 
hope to inspire some 
future Alan Titchmarshs 
and Monty Dons. 

“All of the entries 
reveal an understanding 
of the important role that 
gardens can play both in 
terms of providing space 
to work and reflect and as 
a home for wildlife and 
the plants they rely on. 
We’d love to see some of 
these gardens come to 
fruition as we set about 
greening our grey 
Britain.” AS

Brexit talks have 
reached a milestone 


THE process of exiting 
the European Union has 
reached a milestone. 

The news that agreements 
have been reached on the 
essential matters of citizens’ 
rights, Northern Ireland and the 
financial settlement means that 
the first phase of negotiations 
has been concluded. This 
landmark point has been 
widely reported on, with 
several media outlets giving 
their view on that which has 
been decided and what it will 
mean for us here in the UK. 

As the MP for the Vale of 
Glamorgan, I wish to clarify 
the agreements reached and 
how they will affect local 
residents. 

An agreement has been 
reached with the European 
Commission on the three 
important issues that the 
Government has been 
discussing in the first phase of 
the negotiations: citizens’ 
rights, the financial settlement 
and Northern Ireland. 

From the outset, the UK 
Government has been clear that 
our goal is for EU citizens 
living in the UK and UK 
citizens living in the EU to 
carry on living their lives in 
broadly the same way as they 
were before the Brexit vote.

which they have put in. 

We are a country that 
honours its obligations and that 
is what we will do. A financial 
offer has been made by the 
Government to the EU, the sum 
of which is money that we 
would have paid anyway. The 
Prime Minister has been clear 
that this offer only stays on the 
table while agreements are 
made; if there is no agreement 
then our offer falls away. 

The agreement on Northern 
Ireland is vital to the union of 
the United Kingdom. Both the 
UK and the EU have pledged 
that there will be no hard 
border between Northern 
Ireland and Ireland. The best 
way to avoid a hard border is to 
negotiate the right trading 
relationship between the UK 
and the EU and that is what we 
will now be able to do as we 
progress to phase two. 

As with any negotiation, 
both sides have their preferred 
outcome and steps must be 
taken by all to meet in the 
middle. The milestone that has 
been reached in recent days has 
proved promising and has 
demonstrated that a positive 
post-Brexit relationship is in 
the best interests of the EU and 
the UK. ^

NEWS FROM THE 
FONMON APIARY 

Planning 
to create a 
new colony 
next year 


HAS winter finally 
arrived? Single 
figure temperatures 
and even some 
snow would suggest 
it has. 

However, yet to come 
are wet and windy 
weather patterns 

accompanied by double 
figure temperatures, and 
such conditions will 
certainly encourage the 
bees to venture outside. 

In the main, there is 
much less external 
activity. However, when 
favourable temperatures 
do occur, out come the 
bees. 

Here at Fonmon, all 
colonies are well 
provisioned and have 
had Varroa control 
treatment earlier in the 
year. 

The mesh floors allow 
dead mites and hive 
debris to fall into the 
trays under them and 
yield information to the

beekeeper as to the 
position of the colony 
within, and gives some 
idea of the mite 
situation. 

I still have a swarm 
box up in a tree 
alongside the main 
apiary, and it is 
occupied. There was 
some interest shown in 
acquiring this swarm 
from two people but that 
never happened, and it is 
my intention to lower 
them down and site them 
in the main apiary. 

This cannot be done 
until there is a prolonged 
spell of cold weather that 
will confine the swarm 
to their box. If I try to 
move them while they 
are still active, the flying 
bees will keep returning 
to the location that they 
occupied before the 
move i.e. the tree, and 
will perish. 

Once the move is 
carried out and the 
swarm survive the 
winter, it will be next 
spring before any 
internal inspection can 
be carried out. The 
swarm box is really only 
a temporary home and 
the bees within should 
be transferred to a proper 
hive as soon as possible. 

Once they are at 
ground level and in the 
apiary, they will stay as 
they are. Because the 
swarm box is only 
temporary, it does not 
hold a full complement 
of frames, there is a lot 
of space within. The 
bees will have built 
comb to fill the space 
and provide themselves 
with living and storage 
space. 

A swarm is pre¬ 
programmed to build a 
new home and they do 
precisely that. The 
downside here is that of 
instead of the new comb 
being built in nice 
wooden frames, it will 
be attached to what is the 
roof of the box and when 
it comes time to inspect 
them, the lifting of the 
roof will also lift the 
attached comb - it will 
be interesting, to say the 
least. 

Care and patience 
should see a successful 
outcome; it will be tricky 
and as I hope to have a 
new beekeeper present 
who will be giving this 
swarm a new home. 
Some beekeeping know¬ 
how will be passed on. 

Meanwhile, I have 
repairs to the apiary 
structure to carry out. A 
new entrance gate is 
long overdue, the 
workbench is collapsing 
and the vegetation 
requires cutting back. 

All will be done 
before spring arrives and 
before the beekeeping 
year picks up once 
more - 

watch this space.

THE first project 
created using 

Bridgend County

W HEN a 

person dies, 
someone, 
usually a family 
member, has the 
responsibility of 
dealing with that 
person’s estate.

struggle to understand 
how someone who has 
voluntarily left their job 
can be in line for a pay¬ 
out of more than the 
Prime Minister’s salary.

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James Franco’s telling of 
the making of The Room is 
anything but a Disaster... 


T here are 

many films that 
can be 

described as being the 
worst film ever made; 
however, only one has 
adopted that mantle 
and embraced it, and 
that is Tommy 
Wiseau’s The Room. 

A film that is 
genuinely awful, it has 
nonetheless picked up a 
cult following (and made 
something of a hero out 
of director/writer/actor 
Wiseau) and now the 
making of the film is 
chronicled in The 
Disaster Artist. 

Directed by James 
Franco, it tells of a 
meeting between Greg 
(Dave Franco) and 
Tommy (James Franco) 
at an acting class. When 
the pair move to Los 
Angeles to try and 
further their careers. 
Tommy uses his savings 
to make his passion 
project. The Room, after 
Greg suggests the only 
way they will star in a 
film will be if they make 
it themselves. 

However, the finished 
product is less than 
impressive, but suddenly 
takes on a life of its 
own, one neither Greg or 
Tommy are prepared 
for... 

There’s a point, about 
two-thirds of the way 
through The Disaster 
Artist where one of the 


cast members of The 
Room, after a morning 
of working in 100 
degree heat with no air 
conditioning, shuts down 
the grumblings of her 
cast mates by saying that 
“...even the worst day on 
a movie set is better than 
the best day anywhere 
else.” 

And that is what the 
core of The Disaster 
Artist is about - the 
magic of cinema, the 
lure of stardom and 
success. Yes, it’s a story 
about one man’s 
unwitting folly, a 
negative that is turned 
(somehow) into a 
positive, but James 
Franco’s 

sympathetically-told film 
is one that strives to 
show the good rather 
than laugh at someone 
doing nothing more than 
chasing their dream. 

The real Tommy 
Wiseau is so mysterious 
that calling him an 
enigma doesn’t really 
suffice - indeterminate 
age, indeterminate 
nationality (despite his 
thick eastern European 
accent, he says he’s from 
New Orleans) and a man 
of indeterminate means 
(estimates put The Room 
as costing Wiseau 
personally $6 million). 
He’s a character ripe for 
poking fun at, but what’s 
so wonderful both about 
James Franco’s 
performance and the 
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way he’s written, is that 
they get to the man 
beneath the mystery. 

He’s just a guy who 
wants to be an actor, 
determined to achieve 
his goal no matter what, 
and while Franco nails 
Wiseau’s off-kilter 
personality, he never 
strays into lampooning 
him. A scene that 
features Wiseau 
interrupting a 
Hollywood producer’s 
dinner in a fancy 
restaurant runs the 
gamut from being 
hilarious to 
heartbreaking, 
beautifully conveyed by 
Franco’s superb 
performance, as he is 
given some harsh truths. 

Opposite him, his 
brother Dave delivers a 
superb turn as Greg, the 
young man caught up in 
the hurricane that is 


Wiseau, his dreams of 
making it in the film 
business masking any 
concerns he (and his 
mother) may have about 
Wiseau’s intentions or 
his lack of transparency. 

The pair’s arc treads a 
familiar path - the far 
more conventional Greg 
making a fair fist of his 
move to Los Angeles, 
while the less- 
conventional Wiseau 
struggles, leading to 
conflict - but the pair’s 
performances infuse the 
characters, and the film 
overall, with a sense of 
tenderness, just two guys 
doing what they can to 
achieve success doing 
what they love. 

Franco’s profile 
means that the likes of 
Seth Rogen, Alison Brie, 
Zac Efron, Ari Graynor 
and more all pop up in 
roles big and small, and 
they all enrich the film, 
but this hangs on the 
central turns of the 
Eranco brothers and they 
deliver superbly. 

The direction is 
excellent, low-key and 
intimate but one that lets 
the story drive 
proceedings, while the 
recreations of the scenes 
of The Room are perfect 
(the credits highlighting 
just how close Eranco 
has got to the original). 

Scott Neustadter and 
Michael H Weber’s 
script knows to play for 
laughs, but underpins it 


all with a solid 
foundation of making 
the laughs feel incidental 
to the story. As the film 
slips into the final third, 
and the fall comes 
before the pride, there’s 
more emphasis on drama 
as things don’t go to 
plan, but it all flows 
naturally and come the 
conclusion, as a victory 
is snatched from the 
jaws of defeat, you can’t 
help but feel pleased for 
Tommy and Greg. 

It says much of this 
film that the overriding 
feeling is one of joy - 
rather than concentrate 
on the shortcomings of 
the source material. The 
Disaster Artist revels in 
the making of it and the 
enthusiasm of people 
striving to achieve their 
dreams no matter what, 
in what is a truly 
engaging piece of work. 

VERDICT: Amusing 
and uplifting, James 
Eranco’s telling of the 
making of The Room is a 
real success. The 
Disaster Artist 
compelling and hugely 
satisfying. The 
performances are 
excellent, the tone pitch- 
perfect, and its lack of 
mockeiy makes it hugely 
endearing, a real triumph 
of a film. Highly 
recommended.

To bring the message home the 
charity has created a video called 
“Why I left you” with a twist which 
highlights the carefree attitude that 
some people display towards dog 
ownership. 

The charity’s slogan has proved just 
as meaningful today as it was when 
first coined nearly 40 years ago as a 
new survey reveals almost 10 per cent 
of dog owners in Wales spend less than 
two weeks researching before buying a

dog and 7 per cent confessed to buying 
a dog simply because it was a cute 
accessory. 

The survey also suggested that one 
in 15 people admit to buying or 
receiving a dog as a Christmas gift. 

Eollowing 593 calls in the weeks 
following Christmas last year from 
people unable to care for their dogs. 
Dogs Trust Bridgend are preparing 
themselves as they expect to take in 
many dogs in the weeks following the 
festive period. 

Angela Wetherall, Rehoming Centre 
Manager at Dogs Trust Bridgend, 
explains: “In the weeks following 
Christmas last year, we received 
almost 600 calls from owners wanting 
to give up their dog. 

“That is so sad as dogs deserve to be 
treated as a member of the family.

NRW insists it 
has the expertise 
to examine plant 
at Barry docks 


NATURAL 
Resources Wales 
has strongly refuted 
the suggestion it 
does not have the 
expertise to monitor 
the Biomass UK No 
2 Ltd site at Barry 
docks. 

The Welsh 

Government-sponsored 
body - its responsibilities 
include acting as a 
regulator to protect the 
environment - had come 
under fire from Plaid 
Cymru councillors in the 
Vale. 

Following NRW’s 
announcement that it was 
minded to grant an 
environmental permit to 
Biomass UK No 2 Ltd, 
the chairman of the 
environmental and 
economic scrutiny 
committee, Cllr Vincent 
Bailey, invited the 
organisation to attend a 
meeting. 

Plaid councillors 
Millie Collins and 
Steffan Wiliam took the 
opportunity to put 
questions to the NRW 
representative. 

Cllr Collins sought 
assurances from NRW 
over monitoring and 
safety and Clh* Wiliam, 
who was unhappy with 
the response, said: “It’s 
obvious from your 
answers that NRW has 
neither the expertise nor 
the capacity to monitor 
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even the recent blaze in 
Llandow, let alone the 
issue of dredging and 
dumping in the Bristol 
Channel, and certainly 
not this incinerator.” 

While questioning 
NRW’s representative, 
Cllr Wiliam highlighted 
what he believes is a 
potential conflict of 
interest, saying: “NRW 
sells biomass. Therefore, 
this incinerator is a 
potential new customer 
of NRW who therefore 
have a financial interest 
in approving this. 

“When such serious 
doubts are cast upon your 
ability to monitor, as well 
as your potential 
financial interest, it’s 
clear that NRW is unfit to 
decide on the granting of 
the licence.” 

Following the 

meeting, Cllr Wiliam 
reiterated his doubts 
relating to NRW’s ability 
to monitor the plant. 

He said it was Clh* Nic 
Hodges who raised the 
issue of the use of 
draining tanks as a safety 
measure, and not NRW. 


He said: “This begs 
the question, what else 
have they missed?” 

But Nadia De Longhi, 
the operations manager 
for Natural Resources 
Wales, insisted NRW 
was examining all the 
relevant material and had 
the expertise required to 
monitor the site. 

She explained: “All 
our decisions on permit 
applications are made 
after analysing all 
relevant facts, evidence 
and data. 

“At this stage, there is 
no evidence that the plant 
cannot operate to legal 
and environmental 
standards. The purpose 
of this latest consultation 
is to give people an 
opportunity to provide 
any evidence we have 
not seen or considered so 
far. 

“There is no conflict 
of interest as the plant is 
not going to burn 
biomass but chipped 
waste wood from 
household and industrial 
sources, like doors and 
fence panels. 

“Regarding the tank, it 
is not a significant 
change to the overall 
proposal and it has no 
impact on the overall 
dispersion of any 
emissions. 

“We strongly disagree 
that NRW doesn’t have 
the expertise or capacity 
to monitor the site 
effectively.” 


Council ‘looks at 

THE Vale Council is working with 
independent technical consultants 
on developing a new parking 
strategy for the county. 

The strategy will set out principles 
for addressing a number of issues 
including provision of residents only 
and other controlled parking, parking 
enforcement, the management and 
security of the Council’s car parks, 
coach parking at resorts, and the 
potential for generating revenue to 
help fund the Vale’s transport 
infrastructure through parking charges. 

Miles Punter, Director of 
Environment, said: “Some of our 
residents’ most common concerns 
relate to parking issues. 

“With ever increasing car numbers 
we must find the most efficient use of 


parking strategy’ 

space we can and this will only be 
possible through a coherent and 
strategic approach. 

“Given the Council’s current 
budgetary position, generating revenue 
that can help support our transport and 
highways services will obviously be 
part of the discussion. 

“We will be looking closely at the 
approach of other local authorities and 
in particular at successful examples of 
managing town centre parking.” 

Consultation with key stakeholders, 
including local traders, will begin early 
in the New Year and it is anticipated 
that a report setting out the principles 
for a new parking strategy will be 
presented to the Council’s cabinet in 
spring 2018.

Turn off all gas 
appliances and do not use 
again until they are 
checked by the engineer; 
Do not operate any 
electrical appliances or 
turn any switches on or 
off; Open doors and 
windows to ventilate the 
property; Evacuate the 
building as soon as you 
can and keep people 
away from the area.

It would act as a 
feeder site for Biomass 
UK No 2 Ltd. 

One person who is 
employed at the docks 
told The GEM local 
people would want to

know what safety 
measures would be 
required to store wood 
there and what sort of 
traffic it would entail. 

Dyfan councillor, 
Vincent Bailey, praised 
DIAG’s work in raising 
people’s awareness. 

He said: “Once again 
the applicants seem to be 
running off ahead of a 
licence being granted, 
and it is little wonder 
people think this is a 
done deal. 


“I have called in a 
number of planning 
applications related to 
the incinerator, which 
will be discussed at 
planning committee 
shortly.” 

“But this one, in 
particular, raises serious 
questions which need to 
be answered. 

He added: “I have to 
give high praise indeed 
to DIAG for their efforts 
and we mustn’t leave any 
stone unturned in the 
battle to stop this 
monstrosity.” 

Biomass UK No 2 Ltd 
says the operation of the 
facility would not be 
hazardous to the health 
of people and the plant 
would be strictly 
monitored under the 
terms of a licence.

down the wing again by 
Josh Jones, a driven ball 
across the six yard area 
saw Lee slide in to put 
the ball over the bar from 
a few yards out. 

Another chance 
missed, and this came 
back to haunt the Major 
as, totally against the run 
of play, in the 66th 
minute, a long pass from 
STM over the the Major 
defence saw the STM 
dangerman Lamin 
Conteh break the offside 
trap and calmly drove in 
on goal and see his shot 
end up in the far corner 
of the net.

The final score was 1- 
1 and another point 
gained which leaves the 
Major in fifth position in 
the league, three points 
behind the leaders 
Caldicot. 

Before the game the 
Major would have been 
very happy with this 
result, but on reflection 
they will be kicking 
themselves as they had 
numerous opportunities 
to more than win this 
game quite comfortably.
